| One of the traps that photographers 
characteristically fall into when thinking 
| about technical problems is to break the 
photographic process into seemingly con- 
venient litthe compartments, and to con- 
| sider each individually. We tend to forget 
| that the photographic process is an almost 
uniquely organic system in which all of 
the parts are inter-related, and none are 
completely independent. An isolated item, 
take exposure as an example, has abso- 
lutely no meaning unless it is related to a 
| lot of other things such as the film that’s 
| being exposed, the developer that’s in- 
| tended, the kind of 
| ultimate print qual- 
ity desired, and 
| even the type of en- 
| larger that will be 
| used. 

This kind of pho- 
tographic Wrong- 

| Think is extremely 
prevalent when pho- 
tographers are in- 
volved in that most 
| personal of all pho- 
| tographic privacies, 
deciding exactly 
what a good nega- 
| tive is like. This is 
|one question that 
| every photographer 
|must answer for 
himself, and prop- 
erly so. 

A negative is, if I 
may be excused for 
belaboring the ob- 
vious, only a means 

| to our ultimate end, 
| the enlarged print. 
| Too many photographers evaluate nega- 
tives by simply holding them in front of 
some sort of a light-source. In most cases 
this leads to the choice of negatives con- 
taining excessive density and/or contrast. 
This is particularly true when the pho- 
tographer is evaluating a new film. Dif- 
ferences in the film-base dye color or 
saturation may, for example, result in 
identically printable negatives looking 
quite different. Or, if the photographer’s 
experience is largely with high- and 
medium-speed films, an excellent thin- 
emulsion film negative will invariably 
cause light-box dismay. This can be con- 
verted to delight by putting the negative 
in the enlarger and making a print, but 
many photographers won’t try this until 
they get a negative that “looks right.” 


The important thing to remember about 
density is that the more we have, the 
grainier the print, the less sharp the 
image. If you subscribe to the fairly 
widely held view that fine grain and 
| sharply defined images are important in 
| 35, you can accept the principle that a

miniature negative should contain only 
as much density as is really needed, and 
no more. 

The big question always is, of course, 
how much do we need? And, because 
this will depend upon many individual 
preferences in such things as enlarging 
equipment, techniques and quality char- 
acteristics, this is another one you'll have 
to answer for yourself. Almost always, 
however, you can count on this: You 
need less than you think you need. 


Contrast: stay on the soft side. 

Contrast is the 
over-all ratio be- 
tween the densities 
of the heaviest and 
the thinnest signifi- 
cant areas within 
the negative. Very 
dense specular high- 
lights and com- 
pletely clear minor 
shadow areas, which 
print as pure white 
or dead black, 
should not be 
counted. 

Four factors are 
primarily influential 
in determining final 
negative contrast. 
These are: (1) The 
range of reflective 
brightnesses in the 
original scene. (2) 
The directional 
quality of the light 
illuminating the 
subject. (3) Inher- 
ent characteristics 
of the film and developer used. (4) The 
relationship between the exposure and 
development given. 

The working principles involved in the 
exposure-development relationship’s con- 
trast control may be rather simply stated: 
Contrast increases when we increase de- 
velopment or decrease exposure. Contrast 
decreases when we decrease development 
or increase exposure. 

Actual contrast requirements for any 
negative will, again, depend upon indi- 
vidual photographers’ preferences, and 
will in addition vary constantly with the 
interpretation of changing subjects. Be 
this as it may, a 35-mm negative ought to 
be somewhat flatter than a larger rollfilm 
or sheetfilm negative. This is because, be- 
ing smaller, the 35-mm negative needs to 
be enlarged considerably more than other 
formats to produce standard print sizes. 
And, greater enlarger magnifications 
mean more contrast on the enlarger base- 
board, call for less in the negative.

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to divide the densities within the negative 
into three main groupings: The high- 
lights, the middle tones, and the shadow 
areas. Contrast, as we’ve seen, is the ratio 
of highlight to shadow density. 

Gradation is an expression of the 
amount of readily discernible tonal sepa- 
ration within each of the three main tonal 
regions, or as it might better be defined, 
gradation is local contrast. If, for ex- 
ample, the middle-tone areas contain a 
great number of discernibly different 
tonal values between the lightest and the 
darkest gray in this region, we have what 
might be called locally high contrast. This 
is generally described as “good,” or “long- 
scale” gradation. When a region contains 
only a slight amount of tonal variation 
we have an example of local low con- 
trast, and gradation is commonly de- 
scribed as being “poor,” or having a 
“short (tonal) scale.” 

Good long-scale gradation (local high 
contrast) with lots of tonal variations has 
long been a hall-mark of technical ex- 
cellence in photography. There are, of 
course, times when for some interpretive 
or off-beat photographic effect we might 
want the shortest gradation scale possible. 
But unless something of the sort is in- 
volved, we pretty nearly always want as 
much gradation as we can get. 

One reason is that unlike over-all con- 
trast, which may readily be adjusted up 
or down over a wide range in the printing 
process, gradation can only be lost in en- 
larging. This means that it has to be on 
the negative. Another point is that while 
actual scene gradation might span a range 
of more than a thousand tonal variations, 
the best we can do with most films (given 
optimal exposure and development) can 
reproduce a range of perhaps 250, and the 
longest scale enlarging papers seldom 
more than a ratio of 1:32. 


Relating camera and 
darkroom technique. 

In most cases, manufacturers’ exposure 
and development recommendations will 
result in excessive density (with rela- 
tively poor grain and sharpness), low-to- 
normal contrast, and less than optimal 
gradation. Overexposure generally the 
villain, developer recommendations tend 
to be fairly reliable. Density reduction by 
curtailing development is therefore usu- 
ally undesirable, resulting in a loss of 
both contrast and gradation. 

Best technique is to cut back on expo- 
sure (by using a higher film speed index 
than recommended) and give normal de- 
velopment until experience indicates a 
change in one direction or the other. This 
will improve grain and sharpness char- 
acteristics, increase over-all contrast, and 
boost gradation, providing such exposure 
reduction is not excessive for the film and 
developer combination involved.

Reasons for Unsharpness 

I have recently got back from the 
processor a roll of film in which there 
were about ten good, properly exposed 
pictures, but in some sections of film 
completely blank, solid black, was inter- 
mixed with the pictures. The processor 
suggested that the camera back had been 
opened and the film thus exposed but 
since it is black, this does not seem 
logical. Have you any ideas as to what 
caused this?—W. H. M., Great Falls, 
Montana. 

You are right that color film which is 
fogged will be light or clear and not 
opaque. From examining the film 
samples you sent to me, it looks as 
though they were not exposed at all. I 
would suspect that your shutter may not 
be operating some of the time and would 
have the camera checked. You can also 
check it yourself by opening the back 
when there is no film in it, and trying 
each shutter speed while looking through 
it. If you will try each speed about half 
a dozen times then find they all work 
properly, the only other suggestion I can 
make is that you may not have removed 
the lens cap? 

This is not a joke—lens caps are some- 
times left on when we are in a hurry 
and if you do this sometimes, it is smart 
to put a strip of rubber or plastic sticking 
out from your lens cap so that you will 
see it in the viewfinder if the cap is 
over the lens. 


Photographing Stained Glass 

Some months ago you wrote about 
photographing stained-glass windows and 
suggested taking meter readings from 
the glass. Do you use a reflected-light 
or incident-light meter for this?—J. P. L., 
Louisville, Ky. 

What I suggested was that where you 
were making photographs in color of 
stained-glass windows and were interest- 
ed in just the window, it was always a 
compromise exposure to get best results 
because the color films will probably 
not capture the full scale or brilliance 
the eye would see. I use a reflected- 
light meter, or the grid on my Norwood 
meter, using it as a reflected-light meter. 
Remember that when you use the grid on 
the Norwood you take the sphere off and 
the slide out but you take readings as 
though the slide were in. 

I take readings of the very brightest 
glass panes, then of the very darkest and 
try to see whether they can be encom- 
passed in an average exposure setting, 
allowing for a couple of stops on either 
side. If not, I then decide whether there 
are more dark ones or more light ones 
that I want to capture on film and hedge 
accordingly. I can not stress too strongly 
the advantages of bracketing exposures 
and making several shots for each pic- 


ture. Often an underexposed or overex- 
posed one may be preferable, or at least 
you may like it better. 


Wall as Projection Screen 

We want to make a wall of our play- 
room into a screen for projection to show 
our slides and stereo pictures. Is there 
any recommended kind of paint for this? 
—H. L. L., Providence, R. I. 

Although you may prefer the brilliance 
of a beaded screen for your regular 
slides, stereo slides must be shown 
against a surface which is smooth and 
which will not depolarize the light from 
the projector. For stereo slides, a flat- 
flake aluminum paint is reeommended— 
one which contains aluminum flakes and 
is not just aluminum-colored. It is also 
preferable if it is sprayed on. The cheap- 
est screens for stereo work would prob- 
ably be a Masonite panel—smooth side, 
of course—sprayed with aluminum paint 
from one of those spray cans in which it 
is sometimes packed. This could be 
mounted on the wall and would probably 
be preferable to a painted wall, unless 
your wall is extremely flat and smooth. 

This is also a good background for reg- 
ular slides or movies, although some peo- 
ple prefer a flat-white paint (Kemtone 
White is excellent) and maximum bril- 
liance can be obtained with a high-qual- 
ity beaded screen. It depends, I think, on 
how much money you can spend on this 
project. 


NOTE: In a recent column I answered an 
inquiry about the use of clear flashbulbs 
with daylight film by suggesting various 
blue filters and adding that manufactur- 
ers of color film never recommend this 
practice but this is how you can get 
away with adequate results. Since that 
column was written (months before it 
appeared on the newsstand), Eastman 
Kodak has announced the Wratten 80C— 
a light-balancing filter for use with clear 
flashbulbs and daylight film. It in effect 
puts the blue coating in front of the lens 
when you do not have the blue-coated 
flashbulbs available that are normally 
recommended for use with daylight film. 

However, do not think that a blue filter 
and clear bulbs and daylight film will al- 
ways give the same effect as blue bulbs 
and daylight film, or again, indoor film 
and clear bulbs and a proper filter. They 
will all give acceptable results, but they 
are never identical. As to which is better, 
it all depends, as we have said many 
times, on what you prefer.—®

: most important element in 
shooting action pictures is an- 
ticipation,” says Hy Peskin, the 
man who used three G-E #22

“In sports, analyze what will 
happen next—and be there. Don’t 
watch the game as a spectator, 
but as a ‘second manager’.” 
That’s how this two-time winner 
of the “Best Sports Picture of 
the Year” captured on film such 
famous events as the attack on 
Umpire George Magerkurth by 
a spectator (1939) and last sea- 
son’s Dodger-Redleg battle royal. 


“The ideal action shot should be 
governed by four basic rules: 


1) Let the action come to you. 
2) Shoot for peak of action. 
3) Shoot low, and close. 

4) Shoot for composition. 


“For these basketball shots, I used 
a Minolta 120 mm with Tri-X 
film—and G-E #5 Flash Bulbs. I 
shot each one of the action pic- 
tures exposed for 1/500 at f/11. 
This gave me plenty of light at 
high shutter speeds to ‘freeze’ 
action—and at small aperture for 
greater depth.

Camera clubs and various similar or- 
ganizations here and there use their tal- 
ent and equipment to bring pleasure to 
those less fortunate. Work among the 
hospitalized is one of the better of such 
applications. The Volunteer Service Pho- 
tographers has done an outstanding job 
for several years, largely among veter- 
ans. The PSA Slides for Veterans pro- 
gram has grown into a fine project. Other 
examples could be cited. 

But at the purely local level, it seems 
to me, the surface hasn’t been scratched. 
| Wherever you live, there’s bound to be 
| some group or institution which certainly 
| would benefit from your club’s attention. 
Hospitals are a prime example, of course, 
particularly those whose patients mostly 
|} are confined to beds or wheelchairs for 
lengthy periods. Orphanages, homes for 
the aged, and other institutions always 
|are excellent prospects for your efforts 
| as a club. 
| The particular photographic applica- 
| tion used in any given place will depend 
| on what’s needed and what you can offer. 
Perhaps instruction is wanted. Or it may 
be that just a weekly or monthly slide 
or movie show is in order. Possibly your 
club can arrange to take pictures of peo- 
ple, to be given to them or sent to their 
relatives. Perhaps you can cover some 
of their regular or special activities pho- 
tographically. You might even go com- 
pletely commercial and rent a sound 
projector and films for periodic entertain- 
ment of shut-ins, although generally 
| speaking the use and discussion of your 
|own work is more interesting. 

Granted, you joined a camera club to 
improve your work, to compete within a 
congenial group, and to participate in 
that group’s various activities. You didn’t 
get into the thing to spread sweetness and 
light, you say. I realize that. But cer- 
tainly it can’t hurt anything to extend 
your group’s activity as suggested. This 
isn’t preaching—I'm not saying that your 
expenditure for photo equipment and pa- 
per and film obligates you to share your 
good fortune with the world. But looking 
at it another way, consider the additional 
pleasure your hobby can bring to those 
less privileged than you. Think of the 
many additional people who would enjoy 
looking at your prints, your slides, and 
| your movies. 
| A project of this general nature should 
rate as important on any club’s program. 
| Of course it means giving up some of 
| your time now and then—but if you’ve 
|ever been on the receiving end of such 
| efforts you know how wonderfully well 
such time is spent. And those groups 
| which already are active in such work 
will testify emphatically that it’s all very 
much worth while. 

Hundreds of club bulletins reach this 
desk each month. It’s going to be inter- 
esting to me to watch them for mention 
of club projects such as I’ve recommend- 
led above.

HOW TO MAKE YOUR HOBBY PAY OFF 


Mail addressed to this column is full 
of evidence that there are plenty of op- 
portunities in every neighborhood to 
make a photographic hobby self-support- 
ing. I'm going to turn this column over 
to some of those readers who have writ- 
ten about their experiences. 

The first letter is from C. A. McV., 
Chicago, who lists several ideas “which 
in the past 15 years have purchased all 
my photo equipment for me.” The first 
of these seems like an excellent sugges- 
tion for the movie hobbyist who has been 
previously neglected in these columns, 
and it’s one which might 
work in smaller communi- 


which could make more use of these, 
particularly if they were shown some 
convincing examples of your work.

competitive one and the 

professional doesn’t look with any kind- 
ness on the amateur who attempts to cut 
in on his territory. However, if you can 
offer an additional service which he is 
not in a position to supply, both you and 
he can benefit. His competitive position 
against other studios is improved and he 
can “run interference” for you, setting 
up the appointments for weddings which 
are scheduled for the times you are free 
and handling the problems of selling the 
service and collecting for it. 

Be businesslike about it and set up an 
arrangement which will pay you for your 
time (and for the film if the studio does 
not supply it) and at the same time give 
the studio an opportunity to make a 
little for their part in the deal. 


Flowers in stereo. Mr. McV. has an- 
other interesting idea in the same letter. 
He says, “I do 3-D pictures of corsages 
and bouquets for two local florists. They 
claim that these are perfect samples which 
really increase sales.” 

Stereo has had ups and downs as a 
hobby, but it is constantly increasing in 
just this sort of commercial application. 
Many travelling salesmen now have a 
handful of color stereo slides instead of 
the bulky samples which they used to 
require. There are many local businesses 


Wednesday, I can deliver 
the enlargement on the fol- 
lowing Monday. With this system I can 
work two nights a week and still have 
weekends free. In many cases this in- 
come can be increased if you can furnish 
a hand-colored finished photo.” 

No one is going to make a fortune with 
this unless he lives in a large city and 
specializes in it, but there is always copy 
work to be found among your acquaint- 
ances and business associates, and word- 
of-mouth advertising often brings in small 
jobs quite unexpectedly. There is a warn- 
ing, however, which should be emphati- 
cally made. Some people seem tempted to 
copy professional prints or proofs and 
supply “cheap” prints. Whatever the 
legal aspects are, this is plain barefaced 
theft of another man’s work. Professional 
prices may seem high when you consider 
only the cost of the film and paper, but if 
you copy a studio print or proof and 
supply a picture for a “bargain” price 
you are devaluing photography and un- 
dermining your own chances of ever get- 
ting a proper return for your own skills 
and time. Don’t sell photography short.

Angle-shooting—a new way

Why the editors picked 


the top 5 color winners 


Ast PRIZE by Peter Sanuta, Los Angeles, Calif. This 
picture makes fullest use of the medium of color pho- 
tography. Realistic subject matter is transformed by 
the unusual light, given a romantic quality comparable 
to that of a Rembrandt painting. The arrangement of 
figures, by accident or design, is extremely fortunate. 


2nd PRIZE by A. Joun Buttock, New York City. The re- 
lationship of pastels and richer colors, and the infor- 
mality of the composition (organized around the parasol) 
contribute to this picture’s success. Added interest 
comes from the fact that, with a dozen major figures 
visible, only one face is seen—and that in profile. 


3rd PRIZE by Lois T. Beers, Owego, N. Y. This remark- 
able shot, made just at sunset with the moon already 
risen, bears careful study. The -clean strength of its 
forms and the successful use of near-monochromatic 
color make it an impressive achievement; every ele- 
ment contributes to the dramatic unity of the picture. 


4th PRIZE by Ve_ma TuELLER, Salt Lake City, Utah. 
Here again commonplace subject matter is given an un- 
real, magical quality by the warm and beautiful light; 
who has ever seen golden sheep against a blue-black 
backdrop? Rarest of all photographic talents is this 
ability. to transform the ordinary into the sublime. 


Sth PRIZE by Morris Jarre, New York City. Subject 
matter makes this picture, almost entirely. Jaffe’s 
contribution was to hold the strong horizontal com- 
position by good choice of shooting angle, and to 
expose carefully so that the highlights and shadows 
in the dominating redness were faithfully reproduced. 











There are very real faces and pos- 
tures in this picture but I feel 


too much is included; the photog- 
rapher didn’t have enough courage 
to crop in or move in on his sub- 
jects: therefore I hesitate to call 
this a great picture. 


Though made with 4x5, this has a 
characteristic 35-mm approach. It 
has instant and universal appeal, 
a genuinely human incident in a 
charmingly natural setting and 
mood. Diffuse daylight lends a 
warmth of color in complete har- 
mony with the atmosphere of the 
scene and the relaxed attitudes of 
the men. Beautifully organized. I 
am very happy with this choice. 


I don’t like it though it is techni- 
cally good and has voluptuous color 
and light. It’s ad-like, very com- 
mercial. Photography in this pic- 
ture has not been used to give 
me something I can’t see with my 


own eyes nor does it bring my at- 
tention to something I might have 








This is my favorite of your win- 
ners. It has the quality of a paint- 
ing despite its near clutter. The 
bare backs and yellow bathing 
suits carry the eye in a “C,” giv- 
ing the picture a strong composi- 
tion despite violation of some so- 
called rules of composition. It is 
a documentary universal in its 
appeal. 


As color, I find the flesh tones 
pleasing and authentic, though 
the off-color water and sky bother 
me a bit; as document it has qual- 
ities of quiet, orderliness and lei- 
sure, the more pronounced because 
of the crowded scene; as composi- 
tion it is rather tight, a telephoto 
effect. 





There are things here I like but 
as a picture it is too casual—any- 
one might have taken it. Many 
other beach pictures equal this 
and I don’t feel the photographer 
has singled out some important 
moment or idea. As for the gray- 
ish color, this is inherent in the 


foreign film, I presume, and must 
be discounted as a consciously 
used thing.

the top color winners 


This is an unusually dramatic and 
beautiful shot, technically superb. 


A rather bold and unconventional 
use of color, in which such extreme 
contrast is generally considered 
taboo. However, it depends too 
critically on how well the slight 
shadow detail shows through in 
projection, for this detail is an 
essential part of the picture. With- 
out this element, the picture would 
have been rather trite. 


I like this one. The photographer 
has placed himself so that more 
than one thing happens in the pic- 
ture. There is a feeling of time, the 
color and light have a sense of ex- 
istence as I look at it. I experience 
a moment which the photographer 
has captured. Shapes and colors 
come together to make this a good 
composition. 


For me this is unusually good. 
There is almost an atmosphere of 
fantasy in the scene. It is an out- 
standing atmospheric shot which 
I could see as the frontispiece of 


a book. 


The dark area in the background, 
probably deep shade resulting 
from the blocking of a high-noon 
sun by an overhang, saves this 
from being just another conven- 
tional pastoral scene. The added 
“color” of black introduces the 
element of contrast that gives the 
picture distinction. 


This has a classical feeling; it uses 
photography realistically and yet 
has solid graphic form. It is a 
pretty picture perhaps but with 
universal warmth; a wonderful 
display piece of light, texture and 
shape as well as an exercise in 
what color can do. 


This has outstanding color and 
design but the upper quarter of 
the picture should have been crop- 
ped out. The red trunks and red 
piano, the fairy tale-like feeling 
all contribute to a totally charm- 
ing effect. 


A color exercise in monochromatic 
rendering; is there anything more? 
Little boy versus big world? May- 
be, if the color approach were not 
so insistently the evident theme. 
Since this is so, the yellow band 
at the top is a distraction and the 
tall bust an intruder .. . 


Although this shot has charm and 
unity of color, things in it offend 
my taste: details and clutter, 
especially the sculpture and flow- 
ers. In general, in all these pictures 
I see nothing in the use of color to 
relate new experiences or feelings 
to people who see them. They are 
conventional and don’t display 
artistic maturity. 





BLACK-AND-WHITE 


In spite of the growing popularity of color photography among both amateurs and professionals, the 
black-and-white section of the contest still attracts the greater number of entries, but year by year 

color gains on black-and-white. Last year the ratio was about 3 to 1, this year it is about 2% to 1, with 
the quality of the color improving steadily. The editors noted also that the quality as well as the volume 
of foreign entries showed marked improvement. Foreign photographers are getting better and better, 
and if this trend keeps up U. S. photographers will just have to work harder to meet the invading 
competition. Sweden, Japan, and Italy, in that order, led the foreign countries in number of awards, 
with Sweden taking 24 prizes, Japan 16, and Italy 12. Italy led last year with 20 prizes, followed by 
Sweden with 16, and Japan 14. The PopuLak PHoTocRAPHY contest has indeed, as we said last year, 


become a barometer of worldwide photographic accomplishment, and the glass continues to rise.

Of the five top prize-winners, I 
would have given this one first 
place. It is the most appealing. 
Arresting as image, complete as a 
composition, gay in mood, full of 
variety, rich in the atmosphere of 
childhood, it cannot fail to please 
a wide range of tastes. 


Charming as a picture but prob- 
ably chosen because of its exotic 
subject matter’ I’ve seen much 
better Japanese pictures.

This is the most interesting news 
picture I have ever seen, showing 
Ike in an unusually candid pose.

SINGLE- 


HERE comes a time in the life of every 

serious amateur movie maker when 
he decides to use his motion picture 
equipment to create rather than just to 
record. Using the camera only to record 
the son’s birthday party or daughter’s 
wedding begins to seem a limited horizon 
for one’s hobby. When that time comes, 
why not try a single-subject film? The 
result is likely to appear much more in- 
teresting and professional than any at- 
tempt to film a dramatic plot with in- 
experienced actors. Examining a single 
subject creatively, by means of the cam- 
era, the amateur can still include family 
and friends as actors in the project and 
come up with professional results. 

The choice of a subject is limited only 
by the imagination of the film maker and 
the availability of the subject matter. 
Rain, fire, shadows, anything which can 
be explored visually from many different 
angles will do. 

There are three major types of single 
subject films: 

1. Examination of a specific subject 
over a period of time. For example, the 
subject could be a particular child’s rub- 
ber ball. The film could follow the vari- 
ous things that happen to it in a day’s 
time. 

2. Examination of a particular event 
which simultaneously affects the lives of 
many different people. For example, you 
could make a film about a summer storm. 
The film could cover the approach of the 
storm, the storm itself and the aftermath. 
A simple sort of characterization is 
achieved by pointing up the different 
reactions of many different people to the 
same thing. 

3. Examination of many different forms 
of the same subject. This type of film can 
be somewhat abstract and impressionistic, 
based on momentary observations and 
images. On this page are reproduced a 
number of stills from such a film. It was 
shot by Herb Giles on the subject of 
“water”. In this film Herb examines all 
the aspects of the theme which appear 
on a particular warm summer day. Ac- 
tually, as in the case of all these types 
of film, the shooting can take place over 
a period of many such days. Notice the 
many directions from which Giles has 
approached his subject. The summer rain- 
storm, the tears of the little boy, the ice

and soda water for the drink are all 
aspects of the main subject, given addi- 
tional unity by the fact that he has 
limited his examination to a_ specific 
period of time. 

Part of the challenge of making such 
a film is to relate the shots to one another 
in a smooth and logical continuity. It is 
not enough that the entire film be about 
aspects of the same subject; there must 
also be individual relationships between 
shots and sequences. It is very important 
to work out these relationships in advance 
or there is danger of the film ending up a 
disconnected series of apparently hap- 
hazard shots. These linking relationships 
can be of three major types: 

1. Content relationships. The examina- 
tion of one aspect of the subject suggests 
and logically leads to the examination 
of another aspect of the same subject. For 
example, the little girl eating the ice 
cream suggests a content link with an- 
other type of ice and refreshment. Thus 
we go directly to the ice cubes in the 
bucket and the stream of soda into the 
glass. 

2. Formal relationships. The composi- 
tion, color, or other formal aspect of a 
shot leads to another shot with similar 
form. For example, the stream of soda 
water into the glass provides a formal 
link to the stream of water into the baby’s 
bath (another use of water on a warm 
summer day). 

3. Form and content relationships. If 
two shots can be related both in form and 
content then the strongest type of con- 
tinuity link exists between them. For ex- 
ample, there is a form and content link 
between the children playing in the hy- 
drant spray and the little boy playing 
with the water fountain. The activity 
depicted in both shots is similar and also 
the compositional form of the water 
sprays.

Professional feature is offered to amateur movie makers in latest model Bolex B-8 


The variable shutter, one of the pro- 
fessional movie-maker’s most useful 
tools, has now been added to an 8-mm 
movie camera. The new Bolex B-8 VS 
($134.50 with 12.5-mm Yvar f/2.5 lens) 
gives the advanced 8-mm photographer 
increased versatility at a cost of only $15 
over a B-8 without the variable shutter. 

The only physical change in the new 
model B-8 is a convenient dial on the 
right side of the camera in the position 
formerly occupied by an_ engraved 
shutter-speed guide. This dial provides 
a simple but effective control for opening 
and closing the variable shutter and in 
addition motor switch when 
the shutter is completely closed. In this 
way the entire

camera operation can be 
controlled by one variable-shutter dial.

The variable shutter resembles a small 
disk which has been cut in two and 
then joined together at the center. As 
one of the halves is turned (by means 
of the dial) it produces an opening which 
can be varied. 

The most obvious use of the variable 
shutter is for the production of fade-in 
and fade-out effects at the beginning and 
end of scenes. The fades produced are 
excellent and are comparable, in every 
way, to the laboratory produced pro- 
fessional effect. 

There are other, equally useful, appli- 
cations of this variable shutter. It is 
possible, for the first time in an 8-mm 
camera, to get a faster shutter speed 
without changing the speed of the 
camera. Thus fast sporting events, and 
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other subjects where the action would 
blur at the normal shutter speed of 1; 
of a second, can be covered with greatly 
improved photographic results. Another 
important use for the variable shutter is 
as a depth-of-field control. To throw an 
unwanted background out of focus, the 
operator can open the lens all the way 
(reducing depth of field) and then close 
down the shutter to compensate for the 
large opening, just as is done in still pho- 
tography. A final advantage of the vari- 
able shutter is the elimination of neutral- 
density filters when shooting fast film in 
daylight. To decrease the light the pho- 
tographer decreases the shutter angle. 
In addition to the variable shutter, the 
Bolex B-8 VS retains all the features of

ll your Christmas shopping can be done in a photography 
shop! 


Today, more than ever before, photography has something 
to offer everyone. From the retired grandfather down to a 
grade school student, photography has importance, offers 
entertainment, and acts as a creative outlet. Besides, when 
you give a photographic present, you give something that is 
permanent. A roll of film will preserve an image that will 
make a picture that may be handed down from generation 
to generation. A camera can be used for five, ten, fifteen. 
or more years. There are a myriad of photographic gift 
possibilities, to fit a myriad of different personalities and 
personal needs. 

“But, what exactly shall I buy?” you say. 

The approach to use in buying a photographic gift should 

be a cross between the way you would buy a gift shirt, and 

a radio. The shirt would have to fit the person physically, 

and the radio should be the kind that would be the most 

convenient. The outdoor man would make more use of 
a portable radio, the stay-at-home would prefer a hi-fi 
console, while the enthusiastic dabbler would prefer a 
trans-oceanic receiver with a mass of dials and wave 
bands. 
The photographic gift should fit the person, his 
needs, and scope of his activities. 

On the following pages the editors of PopuLAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY have listed all the latest photo- 
graphic products (released during this year, 
1957) in such a way that your budget is the 
first item to be taken into consideration. Only you 

can be the judge of how much you can spend. 

Another aid incorporated in this Guide is a series of essays 
to help you determine the best gift within each price cate- 
gory for the key people on your Christmas list: yourself, the 
beginner, the Sunday photographer, the expert, and a section 


listing ideas for gifts that would please everybody. 





Make this a photographic Christmas for: 


There is such a thing as the “wrong gift” in photography 
as well as any other field. Buy the wrong sized sweater and 
exchanging will have to be done. But in photography a 
“wrong” present can not be righted so easily. On the sur- 
face, a $400 camera would flabbergast any beginner and 
make him quite happy for a brief time after Christmas. Then. 
slowly but surely, the photographer would realize that he 
started with too much camera. Instead of getting good pic- 
tures, he is getting poor pictures. Instead of getting a kick 
out of photography, it is becoming an effort, and not very 
much fun. On the other hand, to give an advanced photog- 
rapher a low priced camera that does not give him the de- 
vices that make for extra critical photographs is also a mis- 
take. In both

cases these “wrong gifts” would end up 

This Guide does not pretend to have all the answers. There 
are special cases. For instance, you may find two items you 
feel would make fitting gifts for a person. You can afford 
only one. Which should it be? In such a case, go to a 
dealer, tell him about your problem, and from his past ex- 
perience he may be able to help you pick the best one. 

To insure getting the right gift, most dealers have a 10-day 
return period that starts the day after Christmas. You 
should double-check to make sure gifts can be returned. 

Once you have bought your photographic gifts there are 
some little extras that can make the gift seem like so much 
more. If you give a camera, give some film with it. If you 
give a motion picture projector, add a reel of film that can 
be shown on it. Giving « flash gun? Give some flash bulbs. 
For just a little extra cost, the gift can be put to use right 
away. In some cases, the camera, light meter, or boxes of 
film can be used to photograph the Christmas festivities, 
making the gift that much more appreciated.

Buying yourself a photographic Christmas present is an 
easy chore once you Lave determined the difference be- 
tween the following statements: 

This is what I'd like. 

This is what I need. 

You can get stars in your eyes while looking around in 
a photography shop. You would like a new, more expensive 
camera. You would like a studio speedlight unit. You would 
like to replace every piece of your equipment. But, let’s be 
realistic. What do you need? 

The best way to determine your needs is by sitting down 
with a full year of your photographic work before you. 
Whether it’s still pictures or movies, go over everything 
you've done, and analyze. 

Were you frustrated all during your vacation because 
you couldn’t get close enough to your subject matter? May- 
be you need a telephoto lens. 

Are your prints not as sharp as they should be? Maybe 
you need a new enlarger lens, or even a new enlarger. 

Does over- and underexposure ruin 40 percent of your 
motion picture footage? Possibly you need a light meter. 
or even one of the new automatic exposure cameras. 

Look and find the weaknesses in your photography and 
then go out after the equipment you need to help make 
next year a better photographic one. 

Besides the taking and making of pictures, there is the 
showing side to photography. If you specialize in 35-mm 
color and like to project your work, possibly an automatic 
slide changing accessory would help you produce a better 
show. If you shoot movies, a synchronizing attachment 
that allows you to use your tape recorder and add sound 
to your films would help. If you’re a plain black-and-white 
photographer maybe you can give yourself a present of 
having your best prints bound by a book binder. 

All in all. think carefully. Look through your work and 
be hard on yourself. What you really need is the best gift 
for you.

Buy him an easy-to-use camera that 
gives results he can be proud of, and you start him off on 
a pastime for which he will someday thank you. 

We have started by mentioning the camera as a present 
because this is the basic tool of photography and the one 
most often purchased as a gift for the beginner. Of course 
there are beginners that have cameras, and we will cover 
their needs later on in this section. 

In still photography, a box type camera is the safest for 
the beginner. He will do most all his shooting in daylight. 
and possibly some with a flash attachment indoors. (Low 
priced flash guns are available for almost all low-priced 
box-type cameras.) There are two types of box cameras 
available—one with eye-level viewing, and the other waist- 
level viewing. If the beginner wears glasses, possibly the 
waist-level There

of tastes. For the ladies there are cameras with feminine 
appeal in their design; for people who like the black, au- 
thoritative look to a camera, there are such cameras. 
Should the beginner you know have a still camera, you 
might consider one of the following items: an

an album for his photographs, and possibly you might add 
a box-type movie camera to his still camera. 

In motion picture photography, there are several good. 
low-priced, easy-to-use cameras on the market. Some are 
available with single lens, some with turrets. Should the 
beginner have a movie camera, you might get him: a pro- 
jector: accessory lenses or lens attachments so he could 
do wide angle or telephoto work; a screen: a movie editor. 

Whatever you buy for the beginner, make sure it’s easy 
to use or he won't use it and your present will be a waste. 

Of course. there are some beginners who will take to 
photography like Santa takes to Christmas and outgrow 
their cameras in a month’s time. It is wise to buy an ad- 
vanced beginner’s camera for these people so it will present 
a challenge and last them for a while. 
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A Sunday 
Photographer 


L. buy the Sunday Photographer the right gift, you must 
first understand him. 

He has been taking pictures for years. He does not have 
a darkroom and does not want to be bothered with process- 
ing. He likes to take pictures of his family, vacation, pic- 
nics. and weekend trips. The best way to take a picture is 
the easiest way is his motto. He shows his pictures by either 
placing them in a slide projector in chronological order, or 
by tucking his prints into a simple album. He shows his 
un-édited movies just as they come back from the process- 
ing lab. 

The equipment that would please a Sunday Photographer 
most is equipment that will let him do more with his pho- 
tography with only a modicum of extra effort. 

Secondly, you should know what equipment the Sunday 
Photographer owns. If he owns a camera, flash gun, slide 
projector, and screen (the basic necessities) there are many 
in-between items you can get him. A camera bag will facili- 
tate carrying the camera, flashgun, film and bulbs. An auto- 
matic slide changer will relieve him of shuffling slides back 
and forth during a slide showing. You can buy ready-made 
titles that can be slipped into a slide show to make it more 
interesting. 

If the Sunday Photographer is a movie man he probably 
has a movie camera, movie projector and screen. Here are 
some items he will appreciate: a movie light meter to help 
guarantee footage with good exposures; a lightbar for in- 
door shooting; a film editor, or a simple film splicing kit. 

The Sunday Photographer, because of his easy-way-out 
attitude, is highly susceptible to “picture-in-a-minute” pho- 
tography. If you would like to introduce a revolution into 
his life give him one of these cameras. One minute after 
he has shot his picture, he has his results. His first camera 
could be used for color shooting and his new one for black- 
and-white. (On the other hand if he already owns a one- 
minute-picture-making camera, you might get him a still 
camera for color slide shooting). 

Some Sunday Photographers are only in this category 
because they never had the chance to become an “Every- 
day” or “Expert Photographer.” One unique photo gift 
may just be the right thing to move the Sunday Photogra- 
pher to new areas. 
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B uying a gift for the Expert Photographer is something 
like buying a gift for the man who has everything, but one 
thing keeps the job from being impossible—you never can 
have “everything” in photography. 

An expert never stops growing, and in photography, 
equipment must grow with the man. What was sufficient 
last year, or last month, isn’t fully sufficient this month. 
The scope of a good photographer’s activities increases with 
time, and beside this, science keeps making advances in 
photography. For these two reasons, you can always find 
an item that the Expert Photographer will be happy to own. 

How do you determine what will be a good gift for this 
photographer? First, you should launch an investigation. 
What has been the Expert’s most recent interest? Has he 
read books on underwater photography even though he 
owns no underwater equipment? Has he thrilled to some 
close-up photography in a magazine? Find the interest, 
and there is your answer. Advanced equipment is available 
that will help the Expert function in the field of his latest 
interest. For underwater photography there are camera 
housings, flash equipment, and many other items. For 
close-up photography there are extension tubes, special 
lighting devices, and even microscopes. 

Many experts have weaknesses in their equipment. Just 
like the squeaky stair that goes by unrepaired, photogra- 
phers live with some items that should be replaced. 

Is the Expert’s camera bag about to fall apart? Could 
he use a late model light meter instead of making the one 
he has do?

Secretly, most amateur movie makers want to climb to 
the level above the one they’re in. One new piece of equip- 
ment. wisely chosen, can start a photographer up the lad- 
der. A sound accessory can move a man from silent to 
sound; a camera, from one category to the next.

While 
making pictures in the snowy wastes, he 
lost the precious meter. He told a few 
Eskimos about it, and miraculously, 
three months later, one of them turned 
up with it—in working order. A week 
passed, and another Eskimo turned up 
with another PR-1, identical except that 
it had fallen victim to a wild animal 
and was no longer quite like new. Capt. 
Anderson says he knows of no other 
visitor to the remote place who could 
have had a meter. A mystery. Our guess? 
Maybe G-E has a secret Arctic store- 
house for its meters, and the Eskimos 
stumbled on an outcropping of the 
mother lode.

The rewinding 
mechanism automatically gears itself 
when the film gate is opened; there is no 
shifting of reels. 

A rheostat at the base of the lamp hous 
ing allows the speed of the projector to be 
idjusted for minimum flicker in projec- 
tion and ease in rewinding. A framing 
adjustment is also included. 

The motor of the Imperial is smooth and 
silent. Other useful features include an 
automatic cut-off for a work lamp and 
lifetime lubrication of all unexposed parts 
of the projector mechanism. 

In our tryout we found the Eumig P-8 
Imperial to be an 8-mm projector with su- 
perior engineering at low cost. It should 
provide the home-movie maker with the 
advantage of synchronous sound at a 
minimum of cost and effort—Charles 

teynolds.

IGH emulsion speeds and short im- 

mersion times are the outstanding 
features of Clayton Film-All, a new de- 
veloper designed to handle big and little 
film formats. Like P-60, Clayton’s much 
respected finegrain formula which has 
been on the market for the past several 
years, Film-All is based upon Phenidone, 
the patented developing agent discovered 
by Ilford in 1940 and first released com- 
mercially in 1951. The new product has 
much in common with other Phenidone 
developers (particularly Ilford’s Micro- 
phen) plus a few tricks of its own. 

The developer is supplied in liquid 
form as a stock solution, taking advantage 
of Phenidone’s ability to formulate high- 
ly concentrated solutions without the 
need for caustic alkalies. A variable di- 
lution system is employed in order to 
cater to the needs of larger format ma- 
terials (which require relatively vigorous 
contrast) and 35-mm films (which benefit 
from somewhat less contrasty develop- 
ment). The dilutions recommended are 
1:4 for roll and sheetfilms, and 1:8 for 
miniature materials. 

Film-All acts as its own replenisher, a 
working-strength dilution of 1:2 being 
used to replenish developer used 1:4, 
while developer diluted 1:8 is replenished 
from a 1:4 dilution. The replenishment 
rate recommended is the standard one 
ounce per roll of film (equivalent to 80 
square inches of film surface). 

Our Film-All tests, made with a sam- 
pling of popular 35-mm, roll and sheet- 
films, indicate that this new developer 
is most noticeably effective with medium- 
and high-speed materials (rated from 
ASA 80 to 400) and somewhat less out- 
standing with the slower thin-emulsion 
films. 

With a three minute immersion at 70 F 
(with constant agitation) Film-All pro- 
duces excellent results on medium-speed 
materials like Verichrome Pan and Per- 
omnia 21 with effective speed ratings of 
320-400, and with high-speed materials 
such as Royal Pan, Tri-X, DuPont S-X, 
etc., rated at 650-1,000. In terms of maxi- 
mum pushability Film-All is either as 
fast, or probably somewhat potentially 
faster, than the currently reigning speed 
king, Microphen.

Grain and graduation with medium- 
and high-speed materials proved to be on 
a par with that of other well-known 
soft-working high-energy soups. The prin- 
cipal advantages of Film-All being (1) 
somewhat greater maximum pushability, 
(2) somewhat shorter immersion times 
than even Ethol UFG, and considerably 
shorter than the Promicrol-Microphen- 
P-60 axis, and (3) a noticeably lower 
fog-level than other Phenidone develop- 
ers (particularly as compared to Micro- 
phen). The only required processing pre- 
caution is strict adherence to continuous 
agitation during the whole development 
cycle. When this was omitted, and even 
with intermittent agitation, gradation fell 
off considerably, particularly in the high- 
light and middle-tone areas. 

The very things which make Clayton 
Film-All a prospective member of the 
elite high-speed film developers’ club are 
responsible for its relatively poorer show- 
ing with the thin-films. Three major 
Film-All characteristics which may be 
considered advantages in the handling of 
Medium- and high-speed films, and dis- 
advantages in thin-film processing are: 
(1) Solvent action. The dissolving of the 
edges of developing grain clumps results 
in undermining the thin-films’ acutance, 
or contour-sharpness characteristics. (2) 
The mottled, indistinct grain-structure

The Akarex III offers a unique and won- 
derfully simple answer to the problem of 
interchangeability on 35-mm _ cameras. 
Akarex designers have divided their cam- 
era into two separate functional units: 

1. A lens unit which contains taking 
lens, focusing mechanism, single-window 
rangefinder and viewfinder, and dia- 
phragm. 

2. A body unit which incorporates film 
transport, behind-the-lens shutter, and 
rapid wind lever. 

In appearance, this West German cam- 
era is similar to other 35’s—until the bay- 
onet lock between the two units is re- 
leased.

Photographs by Gene Gaines 
waste the last dozen exposures on that 
color roll—a complete camera and an 
extra body is the thing for you. If you 
need the shooting flexibility afforded by a 
wide angle or long lens, then buy the 
camera and one (or both) accessory lens 
units. 

Lens units are available in three focal 
lengths—35-mm, 50-mm, and 90-mm— 
each with a self-contained rangefinder 
and viewfinder. With practice, lens units 
can be changed in five seconds, unless the 
replacement is stuffed in your pocket.
